being at the fame time ferion{l) refulved to depart, 
unlefs be is {olficited ane importuned to ftay. Be- 
fides, if we atrend to the Letter of the Text, the 
Difciples appear co have gathered oar Saviour’s 
Iniention of going farther not from any Words 
fpokeri, bur only the external Action of his Body. 
And this renders the Cafe ftill eafer, becaufe na- 
turally exrernal Actions have no certain and de- 
terminate Signification to any but the Agent him- 
felf, thofe being excepted which either divine or 
humane baws reftrain tm a certain Signification. 
For inftance, Flight 1s ufualiy a Sign of Fear; bur 
becaule it is oo certain Sign, a Man may lawfully 
wle it upom other occafions, without laying under 
the Impuration of deceiving others by it. In like 
Manner, though going forward fome Paces, or 


parting the Busy imo a Traveling Pofture (as 
Cirift did kere) does ufwally Genify a Purpofe of 


going father; yet it may be lawfully ufed without 
any fuch Intention, becaufe to this Adtion every 
one has a natural Right, without being bound by 
any Law to any ceriai> Signification by it. And 
therefore, if any other Perfon takes ap a falfe Opi- 
nion of the Agents Intention, ir is the Faulr of his 
own Precipitate Judgment, and by no means of 
the Agent himfelf,

Q. Gentiemen, Is it rot a trus Maxim in Mo- 
rality, That that Man w Guiltv Sn himfeit who 
fuppties another with a Caufe cr Occafion of Sin? It 
fo, daw can that caammon Prathice in Time of bar be 
juftified, which # not only to encourage and employ all 
Voluntary Defereers, but alfo to endeavour to corrupt o- 
thers in their Fasth and Allegiance tothesr lawful So- 
vereigns by the cree ef Rewaras and Promifes? 

A. Grotins, Propotes the fame Queftion, ard 
thinks rhat the Encouragement, which in the daily 
Practice of the World is given to Voluntary De- 
ferters, may be ailowed of, but nor fo the Tempr- 
ing the Loyalty of orhers of the Enemies Subjects. 
This laft Claufe we think will very well admic of 
Difpute. But firft with regard to the Maxim here 
propoted, to us it feems to hold only between fuch 
as are not Enemies. It may be indeed kmpolitick 
and fome time or other a Precedent of dangerous 
Confequence to bimfelf, for a Prince or Command- 
er to feduce his Enemies Subjects to Defertion; and 
it has been always look’d upon as a Mark of un- 
common Generofity of Mind to rejeét fo eafy a 
way of Acquifition upon the Enemy, tho’ a Man 
has it in his Power, But in Point of Confcience 
we cannot fee what Crime it can be to cempr a 
Man to withdraw his Allegiance from his Sovye- 
reign, becaufe the State of War entirely breaks off 
all Commerce and Communication of Right, and 
gives a Man an unlimired Power and Libery a- 
gainft his Enemy. He that enters into War upon 
a juft Caufe has an undoubted Right ro diveft his 
Enemy of all Forces and Succours, to render him 
as Defencelefs, and give him as much Difturbance 
as he can, till he has done himfelf Juftice. And 
why this End may not be purfued as lawfully by 
foliiciting the Enemies Subjeéts to Revolt, as by 
any other Method of Injury, we believe no (uffi- 
cient Reafon can be given. Ic is univerfally allow- 
ed, that an Enemies Subjects may be lawfully 
frightned by Threats or falfe fhows of Fear, to 

furrender, and fo defert their Mafter, And yet 
it is Crimisal in thofe Sebjects to fuffer themfelves 
to be thus impofed upon; for they ought not to 
furrender till they are Oblig’d to it by manifeft 
and irrefiftible Force. If therefore it is Lawful 
ro tempr them to Sin, by Threats and Shows of 
Fear, can it be unlawful to do the fame by Re- 
wards and Offers of Favour? Or is it not lawful 
fora Man to win thofe with Money, whom he 
may otherwife Conquer with his Sword? — 
Q. What the Reafon that through all our Nor- 
thern Temperate Zone, the South and Weft Winds, 
are generally Warmer than the Eaft and North? 








A. As tothe Sonrh and Norch Winds the Reafen 
is plain, the South Wind coming from the Places 
that are nearer ro the Torrid Zone, or the Courfe 
of the Sun. For fince Wind is nothing elfe by: 
the fhitting of the Pofiticn of the Air, together with 
the Vapours and Exhelations that are raifed in it 
it is plain if the Air is Cold or Warm, fo muft the 
Wind be too. The Reafon why the Weftern 
Wind is Warmer than the Eaftern is, becaufe ir 
blows moftly afrer the Sun is fet, {© that in the 
Place from whence it comes the Air is nearer the 
Sun, and confequent!y Warmer than that of ons 
Indeed fhou'd the Eaft Wind blow az or near the 
Time of the Sun's sifing, it wou'd ‘te alfo warm 
for the fame Reafoe chat the other is ( : But this 
does not fo frequently happen as the other. The 
Eaft Wind is alio colder for anerbe- Reafon, and 
that is becaufe it is gener y fironger than the 
Weft. “Tis known that acy Air or Wind is more 
or lefs co’d, according gs i: is mere or Jefs firong, 
This we may Experience by ovr ?:eath, which 
we can blow hort or c¢ ‘Id as we pica.e, by “"ving 
it lels or mere ftrengan, Now the Esu Wiad is 
ftronger than the other, becaule i: moftly arifes 
from the Airs being rarificd by che Sun. ‘ard 
carried along with it with an impecuous fiction 
from Eaft to Weft round rhe Globe,
